As  all  serious  numismatic  bibliophiles  are  aware,  the  catalogues 
of  George  Frederick  Kolbe  are  unchallenged  for  their  scholarly 
descriptions  and  important  offerings.  In  just  over  a  decade  George 
has  presented  a  series  of  more  than  thirty  monumental  auctions  and 
mail  bid  sales,  offering  "la  creme  de  la  creme"  of  the  literature 
of  our  science.

At  the  same  time,  many  collectors  are  unaware  that  George  has  also 
issued  a  limited  number  of  "deluxe"  and  "super-deluxe"  catalogues 
of  nearly  all  of  his  sales.  In  scxne  instances,  as  many  as  three 
different  types  of  special  editions  were  prepared,  these  being  re¬ 
served  for  major  consignors  and/or  buyers.  The  following  offering 
of  these  extremely  important  works  affords  the  serious  bibliophile 
an  opportunity  to  acquire  some  of  these  rare  emissions  —  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  which,  in  all  likelihood,  will  not  occur  for  a  long,  long 
time.
